DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-42 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-27 and 31-42, drawn to Compounds of formula (1), pharmaceutical 

compositions containing these compounds and a method of using these 
compounds, classified in class 546, subclass 123. 

II. Claims 28-30, drawn to A method of identifying a compound by contacting a 

nucleic acid with a primer, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

3. The inventions I and II as defined above are patentably distinct, each from the other 
since they are so diverse that a reference showing compounds of invention I would not 
render method of invention II prima facia obvious. Search required for compounds of 
invention I in class 546 is not the same search required for the method of invention II in 
class 435 and therefore, constitutes a burdensome search. 

4. A telephone call was made to the applicant's attorney, Ms. Emily C. Tongco on March 
9, 2005 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not 
result in an election being made.
